Savannah Man Claims Thal 
Inegularities Occurred in 
Primary 


TWENTY COUNTIES ARE 
MENTIONED IN PROTEST 


Chairman E. T. Brown, of State Com- 


mittee, Announces That Protest 
Will Be Duly Forwarded 
to the State Conven- 
tion in July. 


Colonel John H. Estill, of Savannah, 
who with Hon. Dupont Guerry, of Bibb, 
was defeated for the democratic nomina- 
tion for governor in the primary of June 
5, has filed with Chairman E. T. Brown, 
pf the state democratic executive com- 
mittee, a formal protest of the result of 
the primary. 

In making his protest Colonel Estill 
names twenty counties in the state in 
which he alleges irregularities occurred. 
In five of the counties mentioned specific 
charges are made, while in the. remaining 
fifteen the charge of illegality is general 
and is based on what the protestant 
*“‘deemg to be reliable information.”’ 

The receipt of the protest by Chairman 
Brown vesterdav afternoon created a sen- 
pation in local politicai circies. Chairman 
Brown was seen at once by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution, to whom he 
stated that Colonel Estill’s protest had 
been received and that it would be duly 
transmitted to the state convention when 
that body meets tn July. In his protest 
Colonel Estill asks the state committee 
to order a recount in the counties where 
he alleges that irregularities occurred. 
Chairman Brown stated that the com- 


igmittee was not vested with such au- 


‘thority and that it was his duty to refer 
the protest to the convention. 
The Counties Named. 
The five counties, as to the vote of 
which specific charges are made, are 
Cobb, Banks, Laurens, Jefferson and 


‘Tattnall. Of these all but the two first, 


Cobb and Banks, went for Guerry. 
The. protest claims that in Cobb the 
chairman of the county committee, J. N. 


Gantt, issued a circular to the effect that 
|no ballots would be counted unless each 
allot had his name as chairman thereon.

The charge as to Banks county !s that 


‘eickets# were printed and circulated on 
lwhich the names of Guerry and Estill 


had been erased. In Laurens it is alleged 
that one precinct was not counted, the 
protestant stating his pelief that a full 
count would have given ‘him the county. 

It is charged that in Tattnall, in one 
one precinct the manager refused to open 
the polls because there was no one pres- 
ent to represent Mr. Guerry. 

Colonel Estill’s last specific charge 13s 
that in Jefferson one or more precincts 
closed before the hour prescribed by 
law. 

In the following counties it is claimed 
by Colonel BDstill that irregularities oc- 


curred: 


Emanuel, Towns, Union, White, Daw- 
€on, Washington, Murray, Dade, 
Lowndes, Gilmer, Forsyth, Worth, Mif- 
ler, Fannin and Colquit. 

How the Counties Voted. 

Of the counties mentioned in the pro- 
test the following went for Terrell, each 
giving him two votes in the convention: 
Banks, Towns, Union, White, Dawson, 
Murray, Dade, Gilmer, Miller, - Fannin 


and Colquitt 

The three folowing counties mentioned 
fn the protest gave Terrell four votes in 
the convention: Cobb, Emanuel and 


Lowndes. Washington and Laurens 
went for  .uerry, both of them giv- 
ing him four votes in the convention. 
Forsyth and Jefferson, with two votes 


each, both went for Guerry. 
“Tattnall went for Estill in the primary.

BACKERS OF RECIPROCITY; 
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WALTER HOWARD IS DEAD: 


THE STORY OF HIS LIFE 
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WALTER HOWARD, 
The Well-Known Young Newspaper Man Whose Death Occurred at 
Asheville, N. C., Yesterday morning. 
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The Personal Narrative of One Who Knew Him 
from His Early Boyhood and in Ma-= 
turer Life.

OOR WALTER HOWARD! 
Who would have thought, ten 
years ago, that the man whose 
splendid physique and will power with- 
stood forty-nine rounds of flerce but 
friendly combat with a man who had him 
bested from the very start, would be to- 
day the victim of consumption. 

This fact—the fact of a boyish boxing 
match—is mentioned .simply because it 
serves to illustrate the cardinal principal 
which was Walter Howard's . chiefcst 


er. In those days Walter Howard was 
an ideally developed young man. Strong 
as a bull, he had the courage of a lion. 
Fear was absolutely foreign to him. So, 
when he went into that memorable boxing 
match, which has since passed down as 
part of local tradition, he did not reckon 
the odds. He simply went ahead blindly 
and fought, fought, fought! At ast, 
when his endurance had been tried to the 
extremest limit, his second came to him 
and said: 

‘Walter, you had better quit!” 

‘‘Never,”’ said Walter Howard, 
fight for an hour longer!” 

And fight he did—half blinded, weak 
and bruised. Few such fights have ever 
been recorded in the history of Atlanta. 
At the end of it all his opponent came to 
him and said: 

“Walter, you are the gamest man I ever 
saw!’ 

It wag such a fight that Walter Howard 
waged against death. He knew his fate, 
but he smiled unfiinchingly and faced the 
foe with a grim determination. Four 
years ago, when in New York, the dread 
disease first fastened !tself upon him, he 
never completined. The ever present 
thought of death, which must have 
haunted him by day and by night, was 
never allowed to find expression in 
spoken words. 

One day while crossing the railroad 
tracks at the depot a sudden gust of 
smoke seethed forth from one of the 
passing trains. Walter was seized with 
a paroxism of coughing which was 
distressing. At that time he was just con- 
templating the publication of The Datly 
News. 

“Aren't you @fraid to try it in your 
present state of health?’ I asked. 

“No,” he repfed, “I am all right—I’l 
pull through. Just watch me!” 

Poor boy! He blinded himself to the 
fact that the cold hands of death were 
upon him and worked, worked, worked 
with all the power of his soul and heart. 
During the last days of his newspaper 
career the feeble flame of his dynamic 
energy was fanned into a white heat that 
was too intense for one so frail as he to 
withstand. 

It was then that deatb really came—a 
slow, lingering death. The sands of life 
had al] but run through the glass. The 
few crystals which remained hovered on 
the brink and then descended with thése 
that had gone before. ) 

The bright promise of yesterday wag 
but the farewell of today. 

Thus it was that Walter Howard dled 
at the age of 32 years, near Asheville, N. 
C., at an-early hour yesterday morning. 

It was shortly before the death of The 
Daily News that Waiter Howard realized 
the real precariousness of life, and re- 
tired to North Carolina for the purpose 
of spending his remaining days in quiet 
and peace. Since that day his Atlanta 
friends have heard little of him. although 
a coterie of newspaper men scarcely came 
together and discussed the affairs of their 
profession that Walter Howard's name 
was not brought up, end it was always 
with unqualified praise that he 
spoken of. 

The Early Days. 


The newspaper microbe, a germ the 
which, when it once enters a man’s blood, 
lasts for a lifetime, infected Walter How- 
ard and myself at one and the same time.

That wag fourteen years ago. In. those | 


days Walter was a student of the More- 
land Park Military academy, while I was 
just leaving the grammar scnools. Even 
at that time, Walter Howard was con- 
spicuous among his fellows. His bright- 
ness at school caused him to be called 
“Professor,” and this term, through the 
evolution of boyish parlance, gradually 
got to be “Fess.’’ And it was ‘Fess’ 
Howard tnat I first knew. A relative of 
mine had presented me with a self-inking 
3 1-2 by 7 printing press, a font of type 
and other accessories of the amateur 
printers’ art. Walter Howard was simi- 
larly equipped. One day we met and a 
community of interest was the result. 
Soon the firm of Howard & Ormond was 
doing a flourishing business, printing 
cards in script type for negro cooks with 
ambitious social designs and callow 
youths just out of short trousers. 

The job printing business was all well 
enougn in its way, but the fleld was too 
limited. The natural result was a week- 
ly amateur paper. Marion Jackson came 
into the firm and the first issue of The 
Enterprise, which was the parent of am- 
ateur papers in the city of Atlanta, was 
the result. The paper was first printed In 
Captain Henry Jackson's staue The 
editors were W. H. Howard and 8. J. 
Ormond. Marion Jackson was the bDusi- 
ness manager. From a tiny sheet no 
bigger than one’s hand, the paper grew 
to be of considerable size, and it was not 
long before we wellded an influence in 
the Court of Boyville as great as the dally 
paper does among men. I recall with a 
rare degree of pleasure the fact that the 
late Henry W. Grady write an editorial 
on the subject of The Enterprise about a 
year before his death. It is safe to say 
no journalistic feat of after years ever 
caused Walter Howard the glow of pride 
that that first mention of his name in 
the columns of a great daily newspaper 
prompted. When all is said and done, it: 
is the trivial glories of childhood that are 
sweetest. In maturer years ihe pace is so 
swift that one. has no time to appreciate 
present triumphs at their full worth. 

In speaking of those days I cannot re- 
frain from mentioning the poet laureate 
of the staff—Benton Neal Thornton. A 
juvenile poet in those days was a rara 
avis, and speaking of birds, I recall that 
one of the standing advertisements of 
The Enterprise was: 

“B. N. Thornton—Small birds skillfully 
skinned and stuffed.” 

Poet and taxidermist! But 
equally skillfu] in both. 

Walter Howard, Journalist. 

But these are all trivial tales of boyhood 
times. It was the Walter Howard of 
after years that the general public knew-- 
the Walter Howard of The Atlanta Jour- 
nal and The New York Journal, the man 
who made the biggest beat of the Spar- 
ish-American war, the southern boy who 
went to New York unheralded and brush- 
ed aside the veterans of the profession 
by the sheer force of his ability and took 
front rank in newspaper work in the me- 
tropolis. . 

School days over, Walter Howard went 
to work on The Atlanta Journal. His pro- 
motion was rapid. He worked with the 
energy of a dynamo and was soon made 
city editor. The local fleld becoming too 
small for him, his active energies sought

i the broader scope of New York. On The 


New York Journal he scored repeated 
beats until finally he wag sent to Cuba 
during the Spanish-American war. Pitted 
against the foremost war correspondents 
of the world, he not only held his own, 
but did some of the greatest newspaper 
work of the war. Later he was made 
London correspondent of The New York 
Journal. Still later he was the guiding 
genius of TheeAtianta Daily News. 

When The Daily News started in At- 
lanta the journalistic pace was to the 
swift. Walter Howard worked too hard. 
His health failing, he went to Asheville, 
N. C., with his wife, near which place 
the end came yesterday morning. 

Walter Howard was the oldest son of 
the late John Howard, one of the most 
scholarly men in the city of Atlanta, and 
Mrs. Anne Robson Howard. He !s gur- 
vived by his wife, who was Miss Belle 
Newman, of Atlanta, a daughter of 
Judge W. T. Newman. His nearest rela- 
tives are his brothers, Julian H. Howard, 
of New York; Robert Howard, of San 
Frenciseo, and his sister, Mrs. George 
Terrill, of Brooklyn, N. Y, 

The remains wil] arrive in the city from 
Asheville at 5 o'clock this morning and 
the funeral] will take place from the resi- 
dence of Judge W. T. Newman, 64 For- 
est avenue, at 10 o'clock Friday morning.

Thurber Admits} Receiving Large

of the military government in Cuba, com- 
bined with contributions of sugar trust 
magnates, have beer used in a systematic 
effort to shape pul ic opinion in the 
United States in fayor of a reduction of 
the tariff upan Cuban products. This ro- 
markable fact was acknowledged before 
the senate committee of Cuba affairs 
today by F. B. Thurber, who was the 
leader of the movement in behalf of Cu- 
ban reciprocity. Mr. Thurber, who is 
president of what !‘s known as the United 
States Export Association and who has 
claimed that his only interest in Cuba 
was as a member of that association and 
an American merchant, was forced under 
cross-examination of Senator Teller to 
acknowledge that he has been in the em- 
ployment of the Culin government. ; 
It has all the time; been claimed by ad- 
vocates of the bill that the vast amount 
of literature in fav@r of a reduction of 
the tariffs upon thp products of Cuba 
had been pald for by the Cuban planters 
who would get the benefit of the cut 
which ft was claimed was essential to 
the prosperity of the Cuban people. 
Thurber Didn’t Want To Testify. 
Several efforts have been made to get 
Mr. Thurber before the committee which 
is investigating the Cuban sugar situa- 
tion, but It wae not until Senator Teller 
had thregtened to demand of the senate 
that he be brought upon warrant that 
he appeared to testify. Senator Teller, 
who is forcing the fight for the demo- 
cratic sugar growers, sprung 4 surprise 
upon the other members of the committee 
and upon Mr. Thurber by -producing a

island of Cuba. Mr. Thurber was forced |

to acknowledge that three other 
similar to this had been rendered by him 
and that all had been paid. Senator 
Teller stuck his probe in deeper-and 
forced from Mr. Thurber the further ac- 
knowledgement that he had _ received 
$2,500 from Mr. Havemeyer, of the sugar 
trust, and he thought that $20,000 worth of 
literature had been circulated in the in- 
terest of Cuba in the United States. This 
was paid for largely by the sugar trust 
and the mJitary government. 

These disclosures have proved the 
greatest sensation since the Cuban in- 
vestigation began. It is the general. be- 
lief that the result will be disastrous to 
the administration bill. Senators who 
have opposed the Dill believe that the dis- 
covery that the propaganda in its favor 
has been suported by the sugar refining 
trust and by the funds of the Cuban 
military government will elther cause the 
abandonment of the measure for this ses- 
sion or its outright defeat. They regard 
the acknowledgment of sugar trust sup- 
port as proof of all they have claimed 
about the sugar trust being the chief 
beneficiary of the proposed reduction upon 
raw sugar. They strongly criticise the use 
of the money of the Cuban military gov- 
ernment and General Wood comes in for 
a fair share of the criticism. In view of 
the claims heretofore made that the ex- 
pense of the reciprocity propoganda has 
been borne by the Cuban plantere. To- 
day’s discoveries are regarded ag calcu- 
lated to have a decided effect upon the 
fate of the reciprocity Dill. 

More To Come. 

Senator Teller and his associates say 
they are but just at the beginning of the 
investigation agd claim they will be able 


to show that some of the officials of this ! 


government who have been most active 
in behalf of the reciprocity bill have ac- 
quired interests in sugar plantations tn 
Cuba under the belief that they would be 
benefited by the legislation. 

One almost certain result of these dis- 
closures will be a demand by congress 
for the detaflg of all expenditures under 
the military government in Cuba. The 
house committee on military affairs re- 
fused the other day to report Mr. Bart- 
lett’s resolution calling for such figures, 
although General Wood was quoted as 
favoring their production. Senator Cul- 
berson introduced a similar resolution 
today and it is believed that the demo- 
crats and beet sugar republicans will be 
able to force its adoption. In view of 
these sensational disclosures it ts prob. 
able administration leaders will decide 
to place no obstacles in the way of such 
a resolution. Senator Aldrich, Senator 
Platt of Connecticut, Senator Spooner 
and other administration leaders are 
greatly disturbed over today’s disclosures. 
which have proved the greatesf sensa- 
tion of this session of congress. Senator 
Burrows, Senator Elkins and the other 
beet sugar “insurgents” of the senate 
and house are jubilant over the develop- 
ments, believing they insure the success 
of their fight.

SCANDAL AFFECTING WOOD — 


HAS STIRRED THE SENATE 
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GENERAL LEONARD WOOD 


Alleged To Have Used Funds of Military Government in Cuba To 
Create Reciprocity Sentiment in United States. 
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Republican Senators Will Meet in Caucus To Con- 
Sider the Remarkable Disclosures Made by 
Thurbers=Beet Sugar Men Are Jubilant. 


ASHINGTON, June 11.—The tes- 
timony given today before the 
committee on Cuban relations by 


F. B. Thurber showing that between 
$8,000 and $9,000 had been paid out of the 
Cuban treasury under the direction of 
Governor General Wood for the promo- 
tion of the effort to secure reciprocity 
between the United States and Cuba. 
caused a sensation in the senate. The 
news of Mr. Thurber's statement reached 
the senate chamber about the time 
that that body convened and when Sen- 
ator Teller, whose examination had de- 
veloped the facts, made his appearance 
upon the floor, he was immediately sur- 
rounded by senators from both sides of 
the chamber, who professed great anxie- 
ty to know all that had occurred. Coptes 
of the one voucher produced were eager- 
ly sought and the demand was not 
satisfied “until forty or fifty copies had 


in the 
senate chamber. 


Opinions as to the ultimate effect of 


| the testimony are as varied as the predi- 


lections and prejudices of the senate, but 
the immediate results are seen in the 
decision reached during the afternoon to 
have two caucuses in the early future. 
The first of these will be held by the 
beet. sugar republican senators tomor- 
row, and the second by all the republican 
Senators Friday or Saturday. Senator 
Burrows is responsible for the state- 
ment that the beet sugar men will meet 
and Senator Aldrich for the announce- 
ment that there wiil be a general con- 


ference before the close of the week. 
The conference will be in the nature of 
a caucus, and some of the beet sugar 
men say they will enter it only with the 
understanding that they shal] not be 
bound by any conclusion that may be 
reached. The advocates of tariff reduc- 
tion say that no action by a republican 
senatorial caucus ig binding, but they 
add that defections have occurred only 
in rare Instances. Senator Aldrich ex- 
presses confidence in being able to secure 
fully forty-five republican votes in favor 
of any bill that may be reported by the 
Cuban committee. This is a majority of 
the senate, and the friends of reduction 


express themselves as hopeful of passing. 


a bill. They say the testimony of Mr. 
Thurber does not affect the merits of the 
question in the least, and they cuntend 
that even admitting tha he course of 
the Ouban government was censurable 
it cannot and should not prevent the 
government of the United States doing 
what it has promised to do and what it 
is right to do. They do not, however, 
generally admit that the course was im- 
proper. 

The beet sugar senators are undeniably 
more hopeful than they have been here- 
tofore. Some of them profess to believe 
that the revelation will have the effect of 
at least causing a halt in the proceed- 
ings in the tntereést of reciprocity. They 
think the report made by Mr. Thurber 
will be accepted by the country as going 
to show that entirely too much interest 
has been manifested jn the Subject in 
Cuba. Some of them go so far as to 
claim that there will be no reciprocity 
legislation—at least, during the present 
session.

flicted property loss which will aggregate 
a million dollars and cost a dozen lives. 
The brunt of the storm fell upon McLean 
and adjoining counties. Lightning was 
incessant for two hours, but was marked 
by absence of thunder claps. The wind 
reached a velocity of 100 miles an hour 
and left a trail of destruction and death. 
The storm was the worst in the history 
of central Illinois. 

An almost complete paralysis of tele- 
graph and telephone lines for twelve 
hours made it impossible to secure full 
details of the disaster. It is now known 
that while the fatalities in McLean coun- 
ty were but three, scores of persons—were 
seriously injured and hundreds of nar- 
row escapes from death were reported. 
Not a village or city in McLean county 
escaped and from every district comes 
the game report of destroyed biuildings, 
injury to growing crops and razed fruit 
and shade trees. The aggregate loss in 
McLean county, not including three lives 
at Merna, or thousands upon thousands 
of shade and fruit trees that were leveled, 
will be between $200,000 and $400,000, 

Dancers Are Mangled. 

The saddest feature was the killing of 
three young women who were attending 
a dance at the town hall of Merna, a 
small village 10 miles east of this city. 
There was a party of 250 young men and 
women at the dance in the hall when the 
tornado struck the building at 11 o'clock 
last night. Everybody rushed for the 
doors. A number of yvoung men held the 
doors to prevent the people escaping, 
fearing that they might be injured or 
killed if they got outside. About half of 
them, however, escaped before the build- 
ing collapsed. The others were buried tn 
the wreck. Three were killed and forty 
or fifty others more or less injured, some 
of them seriously. The dead are: 

MRS. LENA GAHAGAN. 

MRS. EDWARD MARTIN. 

MISS ANNA KELLY. 

Mrs. Gahagan and Mrs. Martin were 
sisters. All are daughters of prominent 
farmers in the vicinity. The bodies were 
horribly mutilated by the heavy timbers, 
Quite a number of young men and wome- 
en were taken from the ruins in an un- 
conscious condition and some of them 
are still in that state and it is feared 
there may be other deaths. 

The three women whose names have 
been given were left behind and -instant- 
ly killed by falling timbers, The two 
sisters were found locked in each other's 
arms. Miss Kelly was killed just as she 
was about to be pulled through an open 
window by Clement Spencer. A moment 
more and she would have been saved. 
Spencer was hurt internally and may dig, 
Others seriously injured are Thomas Ga- 
hagan, cousin of the two sisters killed, 
and John Kelly, a brother of Miss Kelly, 
who was one of the victims. Fully fitty 
others were injured.

Portiand, Me., June 11.—Governor John 
F. Hill was today renominated for a 
second term by the republican state con- 
vention.

Referring to the congressional elec- 
tions this fall, Secretary Shaw said the 
country would not be asked to experi- 
ment at that time.

That's the Way Mitchell Sums 
Up Strike Situation, 


Leader of the Miners Says That State- 
ment of Operators Will Aid the 
Strikers—“‘Mother” Jones 
and Other Leaders 
Are Enjoined. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 11.—‘“Well, gen- 
tlemen, the anthracite strike is complete 
and we are going to win.” 

This emphatic statement was made to 
the assembled newspaper correspondents 
by President Mitchell in his office at strike 
headquarters this evening. Asked what 
he had to say regarding the correspond- 
ence between himself and the presidents 
of the coal-carrying roads, which con- 
trol more than 80 per cent of the antnora- 
cite mines, he said: 

‘T have nothing to say now. We ask 
no better presentation of our case than 
the operators’ statement makes for us.” 

With reference to the soft coal strike 
in West Virginia, the national leader had 
this to sav: 

“At present there are 28,500 mine work- 
ers on strike in the West Virginia field. 
eRports from Virginia, where there are 
3.600 mine workers, are incomplete and 
I. therefore. cannot say anything as to 
the situation. in that state. I] think we 
will win that strike, too. The suspension 
in West Virginia will cut off a large 
amount of soft coa] that is shipped to the 
Atlantic seaboard, but there is no con- 
nection between the anthracite strike and 
the bituminous suspension there. 

“I received word from West Virginia 
this afternoon that Natfonal Board Mem- 
ber Morgan and Organizers Haggerty, 
McKay, Springer, Coon, Poggannini and 
Edwards were arrested in Fairmont to- 
day for the alleged violation of an in- 
junction granted the operators. I don’t 
know the exact purport of the injunction, 
but I believe the arrests were made on 
the strength of an injunction granted ina 
1897. I have wired to employ counsel, 
give bond and have the injunction dis- 
solved.” 

Statement Regarding Situation. 

Roanoke, Va., June 11.—The following 
statement regarding the situation in the 
Pocahontas coal fields was furnished the 
Associated Press at noon today by the 
general officers of the Norfolk afd West- 
ern railroad: 

“Our advices are to the effect that there 
are quite as many men at work in the 
mines this morning as on yesterday, 
which indicates that tne force at work 
is at least 20 per cent.of the full number. 
Everything is quiet throughout the dis- 
trict. Only a few men are now about 
the fields who are actually on strike. A 
number of the men are still tnere who are 
not participating in the strike, and large 
numbers have left the field during the

“While in two years,” he continued, 
“the price of raw beet sugar in Ham- 
burg has fallen 42 per cent, on raw cane 
sugar in New York 30 per cent, and % 
degrees centrifugals in New York 3.4 
per cent. The price of granulated sugar

He added: “It is evident a depression 
in the price of raw sugar does not ben- 
efit the consumer alone.” 

He said, the depression in sugar is 
world-wide, and advocated the meeting 
of this European duty with a similar 
duty by the United States, On this point 
he said:

HUNDRED YEAR 
FOR WEST POINT 


Presiden Attends Centennial of 
the Military Academy, 


Delivers a Medal to Titus, Who 
Scaled the Wall at Pekin—Ad- 
dresses Are Made by the 
President and Gen- 
eral Porter. 


West Point, N. Y., June 11.—The cele- 
bration of the one hundredth anniversary 
of the establishment of the West Point 
military academy reached its climax to- 
day. President Roosevelt was the chief 
guest, and there was a brilliant crowd, 
including army and navy officers. cabinet 
officers, ladies in bright costumes and 
handsomely uniformed diplomats. 

The day's activity began with the ar- 
rival of the president, and then came a 
review of the cadets, a reception at the 
home of the superintendént of the acad- 
emy, Colonel Mills, the formal exercises 
and epeeches in memorial hall after 
luncheon and the dress parade at sun- 
down. The ‘centennial’ banquet. with 
more than 600 guests, was held in the 


evening. 
Guns Sound for President. 


The president was met at the station by 
Superintendent Mills and his staff and | 
the staff of the academy. When the 
president reached the crest a salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired. The cadets 
were drawn up on the parade grounds. 
The president was driven to the home of 
Colonel Millis and then he walked across 
the street to the parade ground and re- 
viewed the cadets. 

In the course of the review Cadet Cal- 
vin P. Titus was called from the ranks 
to face the president, who pinned a medal 
for bravery on his breast and spoke a 
few words to him. Immediately after 
lunoheon the hundreds of visitors sought 
memorial hall, a new stone structure, 
where the exercises were held. The 


president, 
leading a notabie party of officers, came 
across the parade grounds and soon af- 
ter his entrance the speaking began. 
Colonel Mills made an address of wel- 
come and then introduced President 


Roosevelt. 
President Roosevelt’s Speech. 


President Roosevelt said in part: 

“Not merely ‘has West Point contrib- 
uted a greater number of the men who 
stand highest upon the nation’s honor 
roll, but I.think beyond question that, 
taken as a whole, the average graduate 
of West Point during its hundred years 
has given a greater amount of service 
to the country through his life than has 
the average graduate of any other insti- 
(Applause.) 

“Now, gentlemen, that is not surpris- 
ing. That !s what we have a right to 
expect from this military university, 
founded by the nation. (Applause.) But 
I am giad that the expectation has been 
made good. (Applause.) And of all the 
institutions in this country none is more 
absolutely American, none more, in the 
proper sense of the word, absolutely 
democratic than this. Here we care 
nothing for the birthplace, for the boy’s 
grade, for his social standing; here we 
care nothing save for his worth if he !s 
able to show it. (Apphause.) 

“It was my good fortune to see in the 
campaign in Cuba how the graduates of 
West Point ‘handled themselves, and to 
endeavor to profit by their example, and 
it has. become my pleasure to come here 
today because |] was at that time inti- 
mately associated with many of your 
graduates. 

“On the day before the San Juan fight, 
when we were marched up into a posi- 
tion, we lost commurication with our 
baggage and food, and for supper that 
night I had what Colonel Mills gave me. 
(Laughter and applause.) And it tasted 
very good, and the next morning Colonel 
Mills was with another West Pointer, 
Shipp, ‘from North Carolina. The next 
morning we had breakfast together and 
I remember well congratulated myself 
that my regiment—we were al! volun- 
teer regiments—could have as an exam- 
ple men like Mills and Shipp, whose very 
presence made the men cool and made 
them feel collected and at ease.

It will be so that the young- 
est officers will have to take much of 
the responsibility that In former wars 
fell on their seniors, a many of the 
enlisted men will have to do most of their 
work without any supervision of any 
officer. The man will have to act large- 
ly alone, and if he shows a tendency to 
huddle up to some one else, his useful- 
ness is pretty near at an end. You want 
to realize that, more than ever before, 
the honor or the shame of the country 
depends upon the average character and 
capacity of the officers and enlisted men, 
and that you have got to devote your 
time in bringing up to the standard the 
fighting efficiency of the men under you.”’ 

The orator of the day was General 

Horace Porter, ambassador to France. 
General Porter’s Speech. 

After reviewing the history 
academy Genera] Porter said: 
“This academy had its birth and grew 
to manhood in the most marvelous cen- 
tury of recorded time, an age of which 
the advance !n civilization and the tri- 
umphs in useful inventions and scientific 
discoveries inspire us with the grandeur 
of events and thrill us with the majesty 
of achievements. During this eventful 
period there were graduated 4,067 cadets. 
They have displayed their devotion upon 
countless battle fields and attested their 
usefulness in all the civil walks of life; 
in science and art, in trade and com- 
merce, in literature and oratory, in law, 
medicine, theology, diplomacy and states- 
manship, from the modest engineer to 
president of the republic. Nearly all who 
entered the army have been disbursing 
officers tn some capacity or other from 
post treasurer to paymaster general, and 
with such scrupulous fidelity have the 
hundreds of millions entrusted to them 
been accounted for that those who have 
ever been charged with peculation can 
be numbered on the fingers» of one hand. 

“Of the total of 4,067 graduates 2338 
have fallen, killed or mortally wounded 
on the field of battle. In the trials of the 
self-sacrificing profession in which they 
cast their lot they had to learn that 
‘all hours wound—the last one _ kills.’ 
The record of West Point's heroic dead 
is inexpressibly sad; it is incomparably 
glorious. The story of their deeds riscs 
to the sublimity of an epic. They honor- 
ed the age in ,which they lived and fu- 
ture generations will read with pride the 
inscriptions on their tombs. The world 
can better appreciate their services since 
they have fallen and the historian has had 
time to record their achievements. A 
tree is best measured when it is down. 
When La Tour d’Auvergne, who by his 
matchles deeds of valor gained the proud 
title of the first grenadier of France, 
finally fell with his face to the foe, 
pierced, by the enemy’s bullets. Napoleon 
issued an order prescribing that this 
soldier’s name should Be carried on the 
active Hst, and to this day the sergeant 
of the company to which he belonged 
calls ‘La Tour d'Auvergne’ and the color 
bearer answers, ‘Mort au Champ d'Hon- 
eur.’ If the roll of West Point’s gradu- 
ates were called today answer could be 
made not for one, but for hundreds, ‘Dead 
on the field of honor.’

T. Corbitt, the postmaster at Selma, 
who was convicted in the federal court 
here of stealing regisgered letters, was 
to have been taken to the Atlanta pen- 
itentlary yesterday to serve a five years’ 
sentence, but he has appealed. 

James B. Richardson, a desperate 
moonshiner, was taken to Atlanta last 
night. He is from Moore county. He 
was given an eighteen months’ term for 
moonshining. When put in jail he at- 
tacked other prisoners and beat two of 
them, nearly killing one. For this a 
year was added to his term.

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A Protest To Be Regretted. 

In The Constitution of this morning 
appears a formal protest from Colonel 
J. HL Estill, of Savannah, against the 
result of the state primary of June

rell the democratic nomination for 
governor by an undoubted majority. 

The Constitution deplores the fact 
that any protest should be filed over 
the result of a primary in which Mr. 
Terrell gained the victory honestly 
and squarely. In the protest irregu- 
larities are alleged to have occurred 
in some counties which were not even 
carried by the candidate from Mert- 
wether. The alleged illegalities re- 
ferred to are clearly in the nature of 
technicalities, such as are incident to 
every primary. If there had been ir- 
regularities of such a nature as to 
demand the attention of the state 


—convention, however the result of the 


primary might be affected by their 
settlement, The Constitution would be 
the first to demand of the convention 
a full and complete investigation. 
But coming, as the protest does, on 
the heels of a victory won by Mr. 

errell—won fairly and honestly be- 
Se the democratic electors of the 
gtate—the protest looks like an effort 
to cloud the result which has already 
been accepted by the people, 

We hope that upon reflection Colo- 
nel Estill will withdra~, the protest. 
It can be conducive of no good to the 
party. Mr. Terrell is entitled to the 
fruit of t..e victosy he has won. He 
will be nominated by the convention 
on the first ballot and no recount of 
votes in a few scattering counties 
can affect the result. In every county 
mentioned the vote has been canvass- 
ed by tne county democratic executive 
committee and the result has been 
certified. Wnless there are charges of 
a more serious nature than those in- 
dicated in Colonel Estill’s protest the 
convention will not take it upon itself 
to undo the work of the county com- 
mittees which have passed upon these 
returns. : 

Trial by Jury—With Variations. 

That Boston negro conference that 
we mentioned yesterday succeeded in 
passing a peculiar resolution in com- 
mendation of the president’s Arling- 
ton anti-lynching address. It reads 
thus: 

We believe that all 
loving Americans approve your action 
against lawlessness, and your manly 
plea for the preservation of the jury sys- 
-tem of our country, which is the palla- 
dium of the Eng'lish speaking people. 

That sounds splendidly and we pre- 
sume was looked upon by the confer- 
ence as about the biggest compliment 
it colld pay to President Roosevelt. 
But the conference brethren strangely 
forgot to remember that the president 
is the chief sponsor for the Lodge 
scheme of government for the Filipi- 
nos and that one of the chiefest feat- 
ures of that scheme is the omission 
from the bill of rights of the great 
right of trial by jury! 

The courts in the islands are to be 
presided over by carpetbag judges 
from the United States and they are 
to be the judges of the law and the 


facts. The right of trial by jury is 
expressly denied and the chief jurid- 


ical oppression that Spain imposed 
upon the Filipinos is to be continued 
by us—courts conducted by imported 
judges and verdicts even unto the 
death penalty awarded according to 


honest, llberty-

on the bench. : 
The right-of trial by jury is a 
precious right to freemen of this re- 
public, but evidently the Filipinos are 
not freemen, not citizens, but only 
chattel subjects,. They are to be dealt

ty as the negro slaves were in the 


south before the war, as to misde- 
meanors, and not as well as to felo- 
nies—for in those cases a slave was 
tried by a jury. The colored theolo- 
gians of Boston ought to revamp their 
above recited resolution and make it 
accord more clearly with the presi- 
dent’s position on the jury trial ques- 
tion. If he is to be commended for 
standing up for jury trials in this 
country, what excuse shall be found 
for his refusal of that right to the 
Filipinos.

Death of Walter Howard. 

Though not entirely unexpected, the 
announcement of the death of Walter 
Howard was received in Atlanta yes- 
terday with feelings of universal sor- 
row. Gifted with talents which lifted 
him high above the average of his 
professional associates, it was only 
the grim hand of disease that pre- 
vented him from realizing the most 
brilliant possibilities of success. 

Even as it was he achieved greater 
distincticn in the field of journalism 
than ordinarily falls to the share of 
men of his comparatively youthful 
years; and whether in Atlanta, where 
his newspaper career began, or. in 
New York, where he scored his most 
brilliant newspaper victories, he was 
always the same wide-awake devotee 
of his chosen profession, tireless in 
his energies and exhaustless in his re 
sources. With peculiar pride his 
friends in Atlanta have watched the 
ascending star of his gentus and with 
heartfelt grief they mourn the eclipse 
of his splendid promises. 

But in looking backward upon the 
finished career of this magnetic 
young journalist it is pleasing to re- 
flect that no taint of itgnoble living 
soiled his’ clean hands or svwl- 
lied his pure heart and that in this 
hour of sadness no act can be recalled 
that beclouds the memory which he 
leaves behind him. 


Rush the Work Through. 

While the work of laying the as- 
phalt pavement on Whitehall street, 
between Mitchell and Alabama, is jus- 
tified by necessity, there should be no 
delay in pushing it forward to comple- 
tion at the earliest possible moment, 

This portion of Whitehall street is 
lined on both sides with retail estab- 
lishments and is the bee-hive center of 
shopping in Atlanta. Even on ordi- 
nary days the street is crowded with 
vehicles, while the sidewalks are 
thronged with busy buyers.and sight- 
seers. Consequently it is of the ut- 
most importance that the work 
which is being done on this crowded 
thoroughfare at the point where the 
congestion is greatest should be put 
through with the utmost dispatch. 

Not only our own home-shoppers, 
but visitors from other parts of the 
state, who come to Atlanta for the 
purpose of making purchases,. are 
seriously inconvenienced by the condi- 
tions which prevail at present on 
Whitehall street and no time should 
be lost in completing the repairs. 
let the work be rushed through at 
once, 
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The Negro in Illinois. 

We have been commenting latterly 
on The Chicago Tribune’s idea that the 
southern negroes should adopt the 
shotgun policy “to get what they 
want” in the way of political and so- 
cial rights. We have shown that The 
Tribune is very careful not to recom- 
mend the same policy to the negroes 
who are mobbed at the mine shafts of 
Virden and Pana, in its own state, and 
that are beaten and shot in the streets 
of Chicago, when their only offense is 
doing honest work that white. men 
have refused to perform. 

And now we find in The Chicago 
Inter Ocean of Friday, and without 
a word of adverse comment, the fol- 
lowing special telegram to that paper: 

WAR WAGED ON NEGROES. 


Whitecaps at Fldorado, Ills., Close Indus- 
trial College. ; 

Special Dispatch to The Inter Ocean. 

Eldorado, Iils., June 6.—War is being 
waged by whitecaps on the colored resi- 
dents of the eity and a general exodus 
of colored peoply has begun. The Indus- 
trial college, founded by Professor J. D. 
Alston has been forced to close and all 
teachers and students compelled to leave 
the city. 

A few nights ago a band of men bom- 
barded the college with guns and stones 
and ordered Alston and the entire colored 
popiilation to leave. This injunction was 
obeyed. 

Each night since that time the hous¢s 
of colored citizens have been attacked 
by mobs and stones and guns used freely. 
The authorities thus far have made no 
arrests and the few remaining colored 
people are in a state of terror. 

Here is another magnificent chance 
for the negropnilist editors of both 
she Tribune and The Inter Ocean to 
work up a boom for tue negro shotgun 
policy on the soil of the staunch re 
publican state of Illinois. But neiwer 
of those journals will take the cue. 
They are the friends only of the 
southern negro, who is in the south, 
and they are his friends only because 
it is their best way of giving vent to 
their enmity against the whole body 
of the southern white people. 

Neither of those journals, hot-footed 
to keep the white labor vote in line 
for the republican party, will dare to 
denounce the outrages of ostracism, 
mob law and murder done to the ne- 
groes who stray into Illinois and offer 
competition with white labor. They 
will be as ready to apply the John 
Riley Tanner method of wholesale 
kuling as that bloody-handed governor 
of Illinois did and think it no evil to 
thus pander to and keep in hand the 
white labor vote.

We cannot say tnat the change is 
unwise. For it frequently happens 
that ministers of the gospel are lack- 
img in the practical equipment which 
is needed for administrative work. 
Of course, it is best that our educa- 
tional institutions should be in the 
hands of God-fearing men, but is it 
not reflecting upon the fruitage of our 
Christian civilization to say that the 
ministers of the gospel are alone 
competent to uphold the honor of _re- 
ligion and that consecrated laymen 
are not to be considered as exemplars 
Experience has shown 
that consecrated laymen can be relied 
upon for much more efficient and ag- 
gressive work than ministers of the 
gospel, whose strength lies in theo- 
logical rather than in the practical 
lines of usefulness; and some of the 
best results which are being achieved 
today in educational work are being 
achieved by institutions which like 
Princeton university have departed 
from the custom of electing clergy- 
men to preside over them and have 
chosen instead successful laymen; 
men of deep religious convictions and 
unblemished character, but men of 
ripe scholarship and proven capacity 
for business. 

Some time ago our own state uni- 
versity at Athens, in electing Hon. 
Walter B, Hill to the office of chan- 
cellor, departed from the traditions 
of one hundred years of distinguished 
precedents, but the change was 
fraught with far-sighted wisdom and 
was instrumental in bringing about 
the condition of prosperity which the 
institution today enjoys; and if 
Princeton is as fortunate in President 
Wilson as the state university has 
been in Chancellor Hill she will have 
no occasion to rue the day when she 
made the selection. 

Supreme Court Legislation. 

A few days ago Judge Murray F. 
Tuley, one of the oldest and ablest ju- 
rists on the Chicago bench, took occa- 
sion from the bench to re:d the riot 
act to the supreme court of Illinois, 
and incidentally to the supreme courts 
of other states. zs 

The eminent jurist recited the evi- 
dences that show the growing disposi- 
tion of supreme courts to exceed their 
functions and usurp the powers of 
their coordinates in the government 
—the legislature and the executive. 
Recent years have witnessed an in- 
creased tendency by supreme court 
judges to make law in cases where 
the legislatures have not acted and in 
making bench law to actually forestall 
legislation and change the policy of 
the government in important relations 
between citizens and corporations, or 
between corporations and the body 
politic. 

Judge Tuley warns the people that 
there are grave dangers to their rights 
in permitting review courts to go by- 
yond their constitutional prerogatives 
and enter boldly tpon the enterprises 
of setting up decisions of their own 
making in place of statutes enacted by 
the people’s représentatives. He prop- 
erly denounces such woolsack legisla- 
tion as impertinent, usurpatory and 
lawless and summons the attention of 
legiglators and executives to these in- 
vasions and the patriotic duty of re- 
pelling them. He advises a closer at- 
tention to supreme court rulings and 
the prompt statutory nullification of 
those that are contrary to the public 
policy. 

Aonther matter of equal moment is 
that resort to the -supreme court is 
encouraged through the hope of law- 
yers that the court will legislate dif- 
ferently from the law-making body of 
the government. Court reports are 
laden with opinions that are uncalled 
for, except to justify anomalous rul- 
ings and volumes are multiplied where 
pages only were needed. Hundreds of 
cases that should be thrown out by a 
mere reference to the principles of 
former decisions are made the basis of 
lengthy uissertations leading up to 
some new quirk of bench-made law. 

The subject is one of growing inter- 
est in all the states and we doubt not 
that Judge Tuley has hit at an evil 
that needs checking before it grows 
into a system superseding executive 
and legislative functions in dangerous 
fashions. 
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Macon Should Help. 
(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

The general education board, ‘with 
headquarters in New York, recently made 
an offer of $10,000 in cash to the Geor- 
gia School of Technology, to be made 
good when the friends of the school 
should raise an equal amount. 

The immediate need of the institution 
is equipment for the pursuance of studies. 
The demand js for additional shop ma- 
chinery, the installment of the electrical 
plant in one of the new buildings, the 
provision of additional equipment in the 
electrical department, and the equipment 
of an experimental laboratory, roum for 
which has been already provided in 
the new electrical building. An experi- 
mental laboratory in an institution of the 
character of the Georgia School of Tech. 
nology is an absolute necessity, and it 
should be provided in some way. The 
offer of the general education board af- 
fords the opportunity. The peuple of 
Georgia should take advantage of it.

With Exercises of: Graduat- 
ing Class Commencement 
at Emory Ends. 


ADDRESS BY DR. DOWMAN 
IS CHASTE AND ELOQUENT 


The Degree of Doctor of Letters Is 
Conferred Upon Joel Chandler 
Harris—Several Important 
Changes Made by 
Trustees, 


Emory College, Oxford, Ga., June 11.— 
(Special.)—President Dowman this morn- 
ing conferred the degree of doctor of let- 
ters upon Joel Chandler Harris. In 
speaking of this action on the part of 
the faculty and trustees, Dr. Dowman 
said that he wag proud of the fact that 
Emory had thus honored such an illus- 
trious son of Georgia. This was the only+ 
degree conferred by the trustees this year. 

The largest crowd that has been in 
attendance upon the exercises during the 
commencement week wag in evidence to- 
day to witness the graduating exercises 
of the class of 1902. The already unusual- 
ly large number of visitors was greatly 
increased yesterday by the large crowd 
which came down from Atlanta to hear 
Bishop Candler and to attend the alumni 
banquet. This morning as early as the 
rising of the sun people began to come 
in from the surrounding country, and to 
swell the crowd to the extent that more 
than one hundred people could not find 
standing room in the auditorium, 

This, the sixty-fourth, has been in many 
respects the most brilllant commencement 
in the annals of the institution, and as 
it passes into the history of the college 
it marks an epoch in the growth and 
development of the institution. 

The exercises this morning consisted of 
orations by the twelve leading men of 
the senior class. As was stated by. the 
judges -in the awarding of the medal, it 
was an exceedingly hard task to deter- 
mine which of the speakers deserved the 
honor.

After the various orations Rev. J. E. 

ickey, on the part of the trustees, made 
a statement of the important Dusiness 
passed upon by the board. The shorten- 
ing of commencement one day, the estab. 
lishment of the dining hall, the election 
of S. R. Roberts as professor of biology, 
the election of Dr. J. F. Barnwell as vice 
president of the college, the election of EB. 
M. Banks to temporarily fill tfie chair of 
history and political etonomy and the 
election of F. M. Duncan to temporarily 
fill the chair of biology. He stated that 
the trustees were gratified because of the 
excellent condition of the college finan- 
clally and otherwise, 

At the close of his statement the gradu- 
ating class was requestd to sing their 
class song, ‘Just Twenty Years from Now 
We'll All Be Famous.” The song was 
greeted with enthusiastic applause by the 
immense audience. 

The baccalaureate address by President 
Dowman was the most masterly and elo- 
qent ever heard in the walls of historic 
Emory. The class of 1902 began as fresh- 
man the same year Dr. Dowman began 
his duties as president. He consequently 
feels a pecuuar attachment for the class, 
In words that came from the depth of an 
honest and loving heart he spoke in part 
as follows: 

In these, my parting words, I wish to sug- 
gest a few of the lines in which your respon- 
sibility as educated men may be exercised. 

We are in an age of the most iIntenee com- 
mercial and industrial activity. The brilliant 
success of some men, who without culture 
of intellectual training have come to the high- 
est places of commercial life, and have se- 
cured the greatest prizes of wealth, has tended 
to dazzle the eyes of youth and render im- 
patient with slow progress and dissatiefied 
with slow progress less glittering things, and 
things such as do not gratify the abnormal 
desire for the sensational and the specula- 
tive. In the mad rugh for money, thé eager- 
ness for the visible and tangible, the love 
for the glare and glitter of worldly s6uc- 
cess, there is a high mission for the educa- 
tion that looks to intellectual culture, to un- 
selfish endeavor, to the seeking after the ideal 
above the din and dust of marts of commerce 
and the arena of the conflicts of avarice and 
ambition, 

I would not depreciate material prosperity: 
I do not undervalue bueiness success. But 
the question now is, ‘‘under which king, com- 
mercialism or Christ."’ The mission of the edu- 
cated man is to illustrate the busy life of 
doing good, the, quiet life of intellectual pur- 
suit, the contented life of ‘‘the kingdom that 
is not meat and drink.’’ He may present the 
life of usefulness in the midst of selfishness, 
of dignity in the midst of commotion, unde- 
graded by the spirit of the age, but breath- 
ing the fragrance of a paradise regained. 

The ideals of the educated man have changed, 
it is true. The “brow sicklied o’er with the 
pale cast of thought’’ has given place to the 
robust physical manhood of the gymnasium 
and the athletic field; the retreat of the 
cloister, to the natural relatione of the scholar 
in the activities of Mfe; but the refining in- 
fluence of the pursuit of knowledge, the esti- 
mation. of some things above the expression 
of dellars, the recognition of every power as 
a leverage of heaven to lift men to a higher 
plane, the heritage and responsibility of 
the educated man. 

It may be the genius only who is able to 
add anything to the world’s resources in the 
diecoveries of truth or the applications of 
power. But it ts often true that the quick- 
ening, polishing influences of a iiberal educa- 
tion brings sparkling into the sunlight of in- 
tellectual life ‘‘some gem of purest ray 6e- 
rene.’ following patiently and $faith- 
fully some line of investigation for which ap- 
titude may have been developed or interest 
awakened, something of original scholarship, 
some contribution to literature, some discov- 
ery in ecience, may be made, The educated 
man should feel the responsibility of leavi 
the intellectual world richer than foun 
it. He who takes all the culture his age can 
give him and makes no return to the enrich- 
ment of the world is more short-sighted and 
selfish than the improvident farmer, exhaust- 
ing this soil from season to season, leaving 
at last only bare hills ané@ gullies to tell of 
his folly and greed. The figure may fall, for 
intellectual resources become 
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will not ex- 
hausted, and upon individval mind will rest 
the blight and desolation of poverty and un- 
productiveness. Hear me, young gentlemen, 
in this last admonition! It were better never 
to have come to college at all than to go out 
after these years of {ntellectua)] training, 
feeling that with the winning of @ diploma 
and a degree the whole end and aim of the 
educational process been accomplished. 
Sadder than a broken shaft of marble, mark- 
ing the unfinighed life of some promising 
youth, Is a case Of arrested development in 
intellectual Nfe.

The former custom 
has been to appoint five educators on this 
board, but it has been changed so as to 
provide for an agriculturist and hort!- 
culturist on the board. The board of vis- 
itors will be here through commencement. 
They will make a report to the board of 
trustees and later on will also report to 
the governor. 

No little interest is being manifested 
this year in the contests for the various 
prizes to be awarded at commencement. 
The various debating contests for medals 
offered by the board of trustees have al- 
ready been held and the winners an- 
nounced from time to time. 

The ready writers’ contest was held yes- 
terday, quite a number of students par- 
ticipating. There has been a large num- 
per of papers submitted by young men 
who are contesting for the two prizes 
of $50 each offered by Judge Howard Rus- 
sell, of New York, to the students in the 
department of ethics and department of 
psychology. 

The Willcox prizes in the department of 
French and department of German, $50 
each will also be awarded at commence- 
ment. The Edward Thompson prize in 
the law class is being competed for by 
quite a number.

He wag to have been hanged tomorrow, 
Friday, the 13th. ‘he fact that the fight 
which resulted in fhe murder of the ne- 
gro was over the possession of so small 
a piece of money, and the further fact 
that Moye was to have pald the penalty 
on what is generally considered a most 
unlucky combination of date’, make the 
case of no little interest.

Nashville, Tenn., Juné 11.—The new book 
committee of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, met and organized here 
today.

JOHNSON ON TRIAL 
FORMANSLAUGHTER 


Faces Jury for Killing of His Brother 
in. Law, Robert Smith. 


W?LEA OF SELF-DEFENSE MADE 


Witnesses Differ in Accounts of the 
Trouble—Trial Concludes To- 
day—Millard Lee May Be 
Called Next. 


t 

James W. Johnson, who stabbed and 
killed his brother in law, Robert Smith, 
near the exposition grounds in August, 
1901, was placed on trial yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge John §S. Candler in 
the criminal superior court on the charge 
of voluntary manslaughter. 

The evidence for both sides was all 
in and the argument of counsel almost 
completed when court adjourned yester- 
Gay afternoon shortly before 6 o'clock. 
The case will be concluded this morning 
end a verdict is expected before noon. 

The case was the only one called yes- 
terday, and went to trial when court 
convened at 8:30 o’clock in the morning. 
A large number of witnesses were intro- 
duced for both the estate and defense 
and the trial is presenting a hard fought 
legal contest. Johnson has been on bond 
since a short time after his arrest. 

The state is represented by Solicitor 
Charley Hill and Attorney Lowry Ar- 
nold, while Johnson is represented by 
Attorneys Charley Hopkins and Luther 
Z. Rosser. 

Plea of Self-Defense. 

The plea of the defense is justification. 
They contend that Smith assaulted John- 
Son with a atiok and that Johnson did 
the stabbing in order to protect his life. 
To sustain this plea evidence was intro- 
duced in reference to the relative size 
and strength of the two men, to show 
that Smith was the larger and stronger 
of the two. 

On the other hand, the state contends 
that Johnson its guilty of voluntary man- 
slaughter; that he stabbed his brother in 
law in the heat of passion, and that 
he had no reasonable fear for his life. 
These contentions make the issue on 
which the case ts being fought. 

According to the evidence, it seems 

‘ that the fatal trouble grew out of 
charges that Johnson had abused 
Smith's cows. On the day of the stab- 
bing Johnson walked through Smith's 
back yard and the men had some words 
about the cows. The witnesses differ as 
to just what occurred at that time, but 
the trouble resulted in Johnson stabbing 
Gmith in the abdomen. He died two 
days later. 

Two Versions of Trouble. 

Two eye-witnesses. were introduced, 
one for the state and one for the de- 
fense. Joe Davis, colored, testified for 
the etate that Smith told Johnson some- 
thing to the effect that he intended to 
treat him as he had treated his cows 
and started to strike him with his right 
hand, holding a stick in his left hand. 
Davis stated that before the blow landed 
Johnson did the cutting. 

Susan Watkins, colored, was put up 
by the defense and testified that she 
witnessed the fight frorg the back porch. 
'®he stated that Smith struck Johnson 
geveral times with the stick and that 
Johnson then stabbed him. Joe Davis 
testified that Susan Watkins was not 
On the porch at the time of the trouble, 
and Mrs. Smith, wife of the dead man, 
and her little daughter testified that the 
woman was in the house at the time. 

The dying declaration of Smith was 
testified to by Dr. Rowell Walker. He 
said that after the stabbing Smith 
stated shat he already had the stick 
in his~ hand when he approached John- 
gon; that he told him he ought to be 
whipped for his treatment of the cows, 
and started to strike himewith his right 
hand, but that Johnson cut him before 
he struck, Mrs. Smith also testified 
that her husband turned to her after 
being cut and stated that he never 
struck Johnson. 

The defense introduced -a number of 
witnesses in an endeavor to show that 
Smith was a violent man. None of them 
ever knew of his hurting any one. The 
state also introduced several witnesses 
in rebuttal] to prove h@m to have been 
@ peaceable man. 

Statement of Defendant. 

Johnson made his’ statement to the 
jury, saying that he stabbed Smith !a 
self-defense; that Smith had struck him 
several times with a stick, and that 
he made a wild lunge with his knife 
to protect himself. He said Smith 

‘ charged him with beating his cows, and 
that he denied this, stating to him .that 
he had put his dogs on the cows. 

Attorney Arnold made the first. speech 
for the state and was followed by At- 
torneys Hopkins and Rosser for the de- 
fense. Solicitor Hill will conclude for 
the state this morning and the case will 
go to the jury. 

May Try Lee Today. 

The Millard Lee murder case will 
probably be the next in order after the 
conclusion of the Johnson case. The 
Lee case was set for yesterday morning. 
but as the Johnson case had gone over 
from Tuesday it was tried first. 

The Monnish case has already been 
called, and should the state succeed in 
returning Magsie Wooten, the  princi- 
pal witness for the prosecution, to At- 
Janta by today, it may go to trial ahead 
of the Lee case. The Wooten woman 
has been located in Birmingham and 


the officials are now endeavoring to get 
her back here to testify.

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AGUINALDO’S CHIEF 
MINISTER IS HERE 


General Filipe Buencamino Declares That Filipinos 
Want Annexation and Not Inde- 
pendence. 


When the Georgia train from Augusta 
Téiled into the passenger station last 
night shortly after 8 o'clock, a stocky 
built, swarthy [Title man with a light 
overcoat on hig arm, swung down from 
the steps of one of the cars. He was 
General Felipe Buencamino, late secre- 
tary of state of the Filipino government 
under Aguinaldo, a man of striking ap- 
pearance and a person who would attract 
attention In any crowd. 

Behind htm came his interpreter, Frank 
L. Joannini, who is connected with the 
insular division of the war department 
at Washington, and fe accompanying the 
distinguished Filipino leader on his trip 
through the south and west. The two 
were on their way to St. Louls, but owng 
to the fact tha+.the baggage went astray 
between Charlesfon and Atlanta, they 
were forced to remain here unt# the 
luggage could be located. As soon as it 
was learned that the baggage was not 
on the train, Gmeral Buencamino and 
his interpreter went to the Kimball and 
secured apartments for the evening. 
They will probably be in town all of to- 
day. 

The chief object of General Buenca- 
mino’s visit to the United States is to 
interest the people in a great exposition 
which he hopes to see opened at Manila 
in the near future. He also desires to 
bring about more advantageous commer- 
cial relations between this country and 
the Philippine islands. He has already 
visited Charleston and fearned something 
of the big fair which closed there e6ev- 
eral days ago, and is now on his way to 
St. Louis to Investigate the plans that 
have been made for the exposition to be 
held in that city in 1904. 

Filipinos Want Annexation. 

General Buencamino declared last 
evening that the great majority of the 
Filipfnos wanted annexation and were 
opposed to independence. He eaid he was 
authorized to speak for the best element 
of the people and was armed with cre- 
dentials to prove that he was in a posi- 
tion to speak authoritatively on the sub- 
He thinks that the annexation of 
the islands should make them first a 
territory and later a state. He is ‘in 
favor of local govérnment by his own 
people throughout the island, but for the 
time being is perfectly satisfied with the 
present civil government by the United 
States. He has nothing but praise for 
Governor Taft and asserts that the bear- 
ing of the American army in the field 
has been good, except in a few cases 
when outrages were committed. 

General Buencamino wag seen at his 
apartments at the hotel and consented 
to an interview. He speaks but little 
English and the conversation was car- 
ried on with the aid of Mr. Joanninl, 
who secured leave of absence from the 
insular division of the war department 
to accompany the distinguished Filipino 
on his present trip. The general smoked 
queer little cigarettes during the inter- 
view and talked earnestly and with 
many gestures. Te@ begin with, he said 
that while coming down on the train 
he had read an article in an afternoon 
paper written by Sixto Lopez, and re- 
produced from Guntoen’s Magazine, in 
which the writer declared that the Fil- 
ipinos were in favor of independence. 
General Buencamino said he desired ‘to 
correct the impression which a reading 
of the article might have on a person 
not acquainted with the facts. 

“Sixto Lopez has not been in the Phil- 
ippines in ten years,’’ said he, ‘‘and con- 
sequently he cannot be an authority on 
the subject of which he writes. He does 
not personally know Aguinaldo, General 
Trias and many other of the prominent 
leaders of the Filipinos. I consider him 
a man of honest convictions, but his 
views are not those of the people. The 
Filiinos do not want independence; 
they want annexation. I speak this way 
because I am autPorized to do so by the 
federal body of the people. I have re- 
ceived many letters from General Mal- 
var and other leaders of the Kattipu- 
nan Society stating that what the Fill- 


Pinos wanted was annexation. Lopez 
cannot speak with authority, because he 
has been away from the islands and is 
not in touch with public opinion. 

“Governor Taft thas already estab- 
lished thirty-five provinces and 800 mu- 
nicipalities that represent a population 
of more than five millions of Christians. 
Mr. Taft has been in all these places 
with the commission and the people in 
the towns gladly received the American 
control. They attended the. elections 
and voted for their candidates. They 
pay their taxes willingly. The 1,200 
American teachers that were sent over 
were cordially welcomed. 


American Sovereignty Accepted. 

“Therefore, if what Lopez says is true, 
then these five millions of people, whose 
views I represent, must be hypocrites, 
Hars and traitors, because they have re- 
celved Governor Taft with every consid- 
eration. But we are none of these. We 
five millions of people tell the truth and 
Lopez does not. Here is another in- 
stanee: General Malvar, the _ greatest 
military man of the insurgents, would 
not allow himself to be captured, but 
Surrendered to General Bell of his own 
free will and accord. This is an evi- 
dence that the American sovereignty 
has not only been accepted by the people 
in the pacified towns, but also by the 
insurgents in the field, 

“Malvar’s surrender means the end of 
any armed movement against the Ameri- 
can government from a politcal point of 
view. Of course, there are a few bandits 
and robbers left to harass the soldiers, 
but they will soon be disposed of by the 
native constabulary. I have come to this 
country to tell the truth about the situa- 
tion—to tell it to republicans ang to 
democrats. It is the intention and desire 
of the Fillpinos to recognize the Amerl- 
can sovereignty and we will assist in 
establishing a civil government there 
whether by republicans or democrats, 
We belong to neither party as yet; we 
want to be American citizens first of all— 
politics will come later. The Filipinos 
are convinced that the Americans .were 
waging war to make us a civilized nation 
and not to enslave us as was the purpose 
of the Spaniards. 

“Regarding the American soldiers in 
the field, I would say that they conducted 
themselves as men and fighters. A few 
of the men, however, have been guilty 
of inhuman acts, but a few isolated cases 
of this character ought not to be singied 
out as being representative of the army 
as a whole. In these cases the guilty 
oneg received their proper punishment. 
We have seen American soldiers ex- 
ecuted for acts contrary to the laws of 
civilized warfare and we have seen 
American officers punished for abuses. If 
some persons wish to bring general 
charges against the army on account of 
isolated cases like these it grieves me to 
see it in the United States. 

“Governor Taft is a splendid gentle- 
man. His appointments on the island 
have been singularly pleasing to the Fill- 
pino people. These rumors that the peo- 
ple have been intimidated to such an ex- 
tent that they are afraid to say they fa- 
vor independence is without foundation, 
In the first place the people do not want 
independence; and in the second, they 
are free to expres their views on any 
subject.” 

Was Captured in 1899. 

General Buencamino was one of the 
best known members of Aguinaldo’s cabi- 
net. With Aguinaldo’s mother and 4- 
year-old son, he was captured November 
20, 1898, and was turned over to the 
American troops. This capture took place 
after a flight of fourteen days. General 
Buencamino was the only member of the 
Filipino chief’s cabinet who suffered any 
imprisonment. When captured he had 
but a few rags on hig body and received 
necessary clothing from General Whea- 
ton. He was then imprisoned by order 
of General Otis incomunicato for five 
months, but was very humanely treated, 
so he .says. 

His two young sons are students at the 
University of California, where they have 
been for more than a year and one ob- 
ject of his visit to this country was to 
gee them. After leaving Atlanta the gen- 
eral will go to St. Louis, then to Chica- 
go, Detroit, Cleveland and other cities of 
the north. He declared his intention last 
evening to visit Canton, Ohio, for the ex- 
press purpose of calling upon Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley. This morning he will doubtless 
take a ride about the city to see tlg 
principal points of interest.

HARD COAL OUTPUT OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Its Value Compared with the Re- 
sources of Some of the Largest 


Institutions in the Country. 

New York, N. Y., June 11, 1902.—(Spe- 
cial,)—Over 90 per cent of the hard coal 
mined in the world is produced in the 
United States, where the total output 
in 1901 was 58,819,626 tons. The average 
price at the mine is about $2.50 a ton 
for prepared .sizes constituting about 
two-thirds of the output and about $1.25 
for the small coal, which would indicate 
an outside value for the total produc- 
tion in this country of $110,580,896. 

This does not equal fn value the gold 
and silver money coined by the mints 
of‘ the United States in 190l—namely, 
$135,882,250—and seems relatively small 
when compared with the resources of the 
largest institution in the country, such 
as the Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
of New York, with assets of over $352,- 
000,000, and the Pennsylvania railroad 
with capital of over $203,000,000.

0. C. WOLFF NOT ®UALIFIED 


Receiverhip Asked for by the City 
Trust, Safe Deposit and Surety 
Company of Philadelphia. 


Cc. J. Simmons, one of the receivers 
for the Standard Telephone Company, 
of Atlanta, named by Judge Newman 
Tuesday morning, has made bond in 
the sum of $20,000. The National Surety 
Company, o. N@gw York, is the under- 
writer. 

Otto C. Wolff, of Philadelphia, the 
other receiver, had not submitted his 


bond yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Simmons submitted his bond to 
Clerk O. C. Fuller Tuesday after he had 
been advised of his appointment and 
yesterday Clerk Fuller declared the bond 
satisfactory. Mr. Simmons at once en- 
tered upon the discharge of his duties 
as receiver and is now awaiting the per- 
fection of this associate’s bond. But 
whether Mr. Wolff has prepared or pre- 
sented a bond as required has not peen 
recorded. 

It is the City Trust, Safe Deposit and 
Surety Company, of Philadelphia, which 
asks for a receiver, and the papers were 
filed in the United States court in At- 
lanta by King & Spalding and J. H. Gil- 
bert. Judge Newman, in granting the 
prayer of the petitioners, authorizes and 
directs the receivers to continue the 
business of the company as it is now 
progressing, . 

In the bill the complainants allege that 
the Standard Telephone Company, of 
Atlanta, a corporation doing a local tele- 
phone business, did during the month of 
December issue a series of bonds 
amounting to $600,000, and gave a deed 
of trust and mortgage on the plant, the 
City Trust, Safe Deposit and Surety 
Company being ng#ned as trustee. The 
legal paper then asserts that the defend- 
ant company defaulted In the payment 
of interest on some of the bonds due 
April 15, 1900; October 15, 1900; April 15, 
1901; October 15, 1901; April 15, 
1902; that the tnterest s0 in de- 
fault amounts to about $75,000. It 
States that the defaults and interest 
have occurred for more than six months 
and that the complainant as trustee, in 
pursuance of the power vested in it by 
the deed of trust, declares the whole 
principal and interest due. The bill also 
alleges that the company is in default 
for state, county and municipal taxes 
for the year 1901. 

The Atlanta Standard Telephone Com- 
pany opened its exchange in Atlanta on 
Edgewood avenue about three years ago, 
It was after a long, hard fight before 
the city council that the franchise and 
construction permits were obtained.

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TO EX-POPULIST 


TOGA IS GIVEN 


Nomination of E. H, Mc- 
Michael as Senator of 24th 


Is Confirmed. 


IN SPITE OF OBSTACLES 
HE GAINED HIS VICTORY 


Culmination of His Remarkable Cam- 
paign Was His Joint Debate 
with Judge W. D. Crawford, 
Which Turned the Tide 
in His Favor. 


By W. 0. Woodall. 

Columbus, Ge., June 11.—(Special.)— 
The formal nomination of Hon. E. H. 
McMicheel, of Marion county, as demo- 
cratic nominee for the senate from this 
the twenty-fourth eenatorial district, at 
the senatorial convention held in this 
city yesterday at noon, ends one of the 
most remarkable campaigns ever wit- 
nessed in this section of the state 

It was generally felt in political cir- 
cles that the change to a district pri- 
mary meant the defeat of Mr. McMicael, 
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E. H. McMICHADL, 
Of Marion County, Senator-elect 
from the Twenty-fourth Dits- 
trict. 
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as Muscogee county, by far the largest 
county in the district, having more véters 
than the two other counties combined, 
is strongly democratic, and it was 
thought that the general belief that Mc- 
Michael! had been a populist (and it was 
charged by some, still secretly enter 
tained populistic ideas, although submit- 
ting to a democratic primary) would in- 
eure his certain defeat. 

No doubt this 
case under ordinary conditions. But 
Mr. McMichael rose to meet the situa- 
tion, throwing all of his energy in the 
fight, and the result was the boldest, 
most vigorous and in some respects most 
sensational campaigns ever witnessed in 
this district. Mr. McMichael came to 
Columbus and opened what his friends 
termed “a campaign of education.’ He 
admitted that for several years he had 
voted the populist ticket in Marion 
county, but said that it was because of 
local conditions in that county; that 
there were ‘‘leaks’’ in the county finances 
that had to be stopped, and that the 
best citizens of the county banded to- 
gether and voted for the best candi- 
dates, irrespective of pariy, in order to 
purify the county. He said that two 
years ago, however, under the invita- 
tion of the democratic executive com- 
mittee, he had returned to the party 
and had been instrumental in bringing 
a large number of populists of Marion 
county back into the fold; that he had 
returned in good faith, and so had the 
several hundred populists in Marion. 

Eloquence of McMichael. 

The culmination of the campaign came 
when Mr. McMichael and Judge W. D. 
Crawford, of Buena Vista, his opponent, 
met at the Muscogee court house in 
joint debate, in the presence of hundreds 
of people. McMichael had issued the 
chalienge and his opponent had picked 
up the gantlet. 

McMichael’s friends knew that he was 
a ready speaker, and an eloquent one 
under favorable conditions, but they 
were secretly apprehensive of the result. 
The great mass of the audience, at the 
beginning, rather sympathized 
Judge Crawford, for against him no 
charge of disloyalty to the party had 
ever been made. 

In the midst of a dead silence the 
young orator opened his address, which 
was virtually to decide the result of the 
primary. Facing an audience of hun- 
dreds of democrats, who weighed every 
word he said, with every democratic 
politician of the twenty-fourth district 
within the railing just beneath him, not- 
ing his every syllable; with his opponent 
and several of that gentleman's close 
friends near by to disprove any erro- 
neous statements he should make, the 
comparatively unknown man proceeded 
to make charge after charge in the bold- 
est and more uncompromising manner.

ity of them, and his almost every sen- 
tence was punctured with applause. Mr. 
McMichael is naturally magnetic. On this 
occasion he saw his opportunity and rose 
to it superbly in a burst of eloquence 


fire. 
Judge Crawford labored under the dis- 


ability of physical weakness. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he was so weak that he could 
hardly stand on his feet. Some of his 
friends urged him not to go into the 
debate, but he did not wish to disappoint 
the people. He stated his position clear- 
ly, charging that McMichael and his 
friends had come back into the party 
simply for the spoils they could get; 
that McMichael was at heart still a pop- 
ulist, and that he did not believe Musco- 
gee county, of all counties, would turn 
down a true-blue democrat for one who 
had fought the party bitterly at its most 
crucial period. 

McMichael closed the debate in a ten- 
minute speech. There is no doubt but 
that his speech turned hundreds 
votea and elected him. 

In the primary on Thursday Judge 
Crawford carried Muscogee county by 
201 majority. If it had not been for the 
joint debate his majority, it Is believed, 
would have doubled that and he would 
have been elected. McMichael’s home 
county, Marion, gave him 258 majority, 
and this elected him, the Crawford ma- 
jority in Chattahoochee being but 16. 

As to a District Primary. 

The question now naturally arises. 
Will the district primary prevail in the 
future? The probability is that it will, 
although, of course, the rotation system

Edward H. McMichael was born in 
Schley county, Georgia, in 1870. He was 
a son of the late Dr. J. R. McMichael, 
who died in 1893. His mother is now 
living in Buena Vista. He is one of 
thirteen children. .The late Morgan Mc- 
Michael, his brother, was one of the 
mogt brilliant young attorneys at the 
Muscogee ,bar, and died while a mem- 
ber of the Georgia legislature from this 
county. 

The newly elected senator entered Em- 
ory college in 1889. After leaving collége 
he taught school and was then elected 
principal of the Buena Vista High school 
at 22 years of age. He held this pusition 
for three or four years, when he resigned 
for other work. For the last three 
years he has traveled throughout the 
south for publishers of school and col- 
lege text books. In 1892 he murried 
Miss Mary Stewart, the only child of 
W. T. =Stewart, of Tazewell, Ga. 
To this ‘union ¢hree children have 
been born, two ° girls and . one 
boy, E. H. MéMichael, Jr. Mr. 
McMichael is interested in farming to 
some extent. 

His remarkable race has centered in- 
terest in this brilliant young politician,

crimes in Cuba during the term of the

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Irish Member of Parliament

Colonel Lynch Was Accompanied by 
His Wife—Irish Members Ques- 
tion the Ministers in Re- 
gard to the Arrest of 
Lynch. 


London, June 11.—Colone! Arthur 
Lynch, who fought with the Boers in 
South-Africa and who in November last 
was elected to represent Galway in the 
house of commons, was arrested this 
morning on his arrival at New Haven 
from Dieppe, France. Colonel Lynch, 
who was accompanied by his wife, was 
brought to London and was afterwards 
taken to the Bow street police station. 

Subsequently Colonel Lynch was ar- 
raigned at the Bow street police court 
on the charge of high treason, and was 
remanded until Saturday, June 14, after 
formal! evidence of his arrea jad been 
presented. 

The prisoner, who was Sidi on 
the charge sheet as ‘‘a journalist,”’ sat 
in the dock apparently unconcerned un- 
til the magistrate asked him if he had 
anything to say in reply to the charge. 
Then he arose and replied almost in- 
audibly, “No, sir.” He did not apply for 
ball and was taken to the cells. 

The Irish nationaiists in the house of 
commons today heckled the ministers on 
the subject of the arrest of Colonel 
Lynch. They wanted to know why the 
colonel had not the same right to sur- 
render as other burghers. The govern- 
ment leader, J. Balfour, replied tersely: 

“He is not a burgber.’’ 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, and 
J.°G. Swift MacNeill, nationalist. then 
furned to the secretary of state for 
home affairs, Mr. Ritchie, and asked him 
why he had not fulfiJled his ministerial! 
duty in informing the house of Mr. 
Lynch's arrest on the charge of high 
treason. 

Mr. Ritchie denied that it was hm duty 
to so inform the house, but when’ the 
Irish nationalists appealed to the speak- 
er the latter upheld the nationalist con- 
tention that the tsual practice was to 
inform the house of commons of such an 
incident through the speaker. 

Further questions were ruled out of 
order and the subject was dropped.

SENATOR FAIRBANKS 
FAVORS PANAMA ROUTE 


He Alleges That It Is Much Cheaper 
Than the Nicaraguan Route and 
That the French Company 
Can Make Good Title. 


Washington, June 11.—Just before ad- 
journment today the senate agreed to 
vote finally on the Nicaragua canal Dill 
and all pending amendments on Thursday, 
June 19, the voting to begin at 2 p. m. 

Before consideration of the canal ques- 
tion was resumed today the motion of Mr, 
Wellington, of Maryland, to discharge the 
committee on privileges and elections 
from further consideration of the resolu- 
tion providing for the submission of an 
amendment to the constitution. for the 
election of senators by the people, was de- 
feated—21 to 35—after a sharp debate. 


During the discussion, Mr. Vest, of Mis- 
souri, said he was anxious to have a 
square issue on the question presented, 
but he was opposed to the Depew amend- 
ment and was opposed to the resolution 
as it came from the house. He had been 
a democrat for more than fifty years, but 
he was not in favor of the declarations 
in democratic platforms for this resolu- 
tion. He denied the right of any conven- 
tion—state or national—to dictate how he 
should vote on any question. He was op- 
posed to the pending resolution because 
he belleved that when the time came for 
the people to be protected against their 
own ignorance and imbecility, it was @ 
notice that popular government was a 
failure. He inclined to the belief that 
this was a plan adopted by adroit poll- 
ticlans to induce the people to belleve 
that they were purer than some other 
people. , 
Fairbanks for Panama. 

Mr. Fairbanks, of Indiana, in a care- 
fully considered speech, favored construc- 
tion of the isthmian canal by the Panama 
route. Originally, he said, he had favored 
the Nicaragua route, but an investigation 
of the subject, coupled with the deter- 
mination of the isthmian commission, had 
induced him to change his mind in fa- 
vor of the Panama route. He argued that 
that route not only would be cheaper 
in the first instance, but cheaper in oper- 
ation after the canal was constructed. He 
earnestly favored the construction of the 
canal and resented the intimation that 
those who favored the Panama route were 
in the least opposed to a canal. 

Mr. Fairbanks said a singular and tm- 
portant fact which should be distinctly 
borne in mind tis that it would cost $1,300,- 
000 less per annum to operate the Pana- 
ma than to operate the Nicaragua route. 
This sum, capitalized on the basis of the 
interest upon the national bonds equiva- 
lent to 2 per cent, amounted to $65,000,000, 
Add to this the amount saved in construe- 
tion and he said we have a total sum to 
the credit of the Panama route of §$70,- 
500,000. He declared that the all-important 
question was to select the proper route, 
and this must be determined upon no con- 
siderations of mere sentiment or favorit- 
ism, 

Question of Title. 

The senator discussed at considerable 
length the question of title of the prop- 
erty of the Panama Canal Company. He 
did not think, he sald, that the conten- 
tion that it was impossible for the United 
States to secure an absolute title to the 
property to be well founded, but sald 
should purchase it free and clear of all 
demands of stockholders and creditors, 
and it would not rest under any legal, 
equitable or moral! obligation to pay one 
dollar beyond the $40,000,000, the price ask- 
ed by the canal company. The views of 
the minority of the committee with re- 
spect to the power of the company to 
convey to the United States a good title, 
he sald, is perfectly sound and consistent 
with the practice of the French ard Amer- 
ican courts, Discussing the question of 
paying for the proposed canal, Senator 
Fairbanks said he would rather see the 
work paid for out of the treasury as it 
progresses and without issuing a solitary 
bond therefor, but there are so many urg- 
ent and proper drafts upon the treasury 
that he feared it could not be done with 
out imposing an undue burden upon ft. 
The buflding of the canal should not be 
allowed to postpone the many improve- 
ments necessaty to accommodate the pub- 
lic business and to impose a burden which 
owuld make necessary and imperative 
a considerable annual increase in 
current taxes. For these considerations 
the cost of the work should be distributed 
over a reasonable number of years by the 
Issue of borfds so that it may be lightly 
borne.

Of Corliss Bill Striken 


Pacific Cable Will Be Laid by a Pri- 
vate Company—Adamson S5Se- 
vere in Denouncing Atti- 
tude of Corliss Meas- 
ure Supporters.

Washington, June 11.—(Special.)—Judgo 
Adamson won his fight against the Dill 
providing for the construction of a cable 
to the Philippines by the government, 
the house this afternoon adopting by a 
vote of 116 to 71 his motion to strike out 
the enacting clause. This insures the 
construction of the cable by private en- 
terprise rather than by the expenditure 
of $15,000,000 by the government. The 
Pacific Commercial Cable Company 
the work already well under way and 
the passage of the Corliss bill would 
have meant to embark the government 
Into competition with private enterprise. 
Under the guarantee of the existing com- 
pany the -government is given an option 
by which it can take control of the ca- 
ble in case of war or can purchase it 
whenever desired. The advocates of the 
government construction bill endeavored 
to disparage the company and to make 
lteappear that it is in combination with 
foreign companies, but their arguments 
were unconvincing. 

Judge Adamson, as a member of the 
commerce committee, led the opposition 
to government construction, and in the 
closing hours of debate made a strong 
argument against the bill. Judge Rich- 
ardson, of Alabama, delivered an able 
and convincing speech against the Dill, 
and these democrats were reinforced by 
Buch prominent republicans as ‘‘Uncle 
Joe’’ Cannon, Mr. Hill, of Connecticut, 
and others... The advocates of the meas- 
ure, under the leadership of Mr. Corliss, 
resorted to all the parliamentary tactics 
in the hope of saving the measure, but 
the majority was strong against them. 
Almost all the democrats voted with 
Judge Adamson. 

There was no opportunity to test the 
strength of the Dalzell substitute, which 
authorized the president to contract 
with a private company for the laying 
of a cable. The speakers today were 
Messrs. Shackleford, of Missouri; Mann, 
of Illinois; Morrell, of Pennsylvania, and 
Tompkins, of Ohio, for the bill, and 
Messrs. Richardson, of Alabama: New- 
lands, of Nevada; Loud, of California; 
Adamson, of Georgia, and Cannon, of 
Illinois, against it. 

Richardson Opposes Bill. 

Mr. Richardson, of Alabama, referred 
at some length to the possibilities in 
the development of wireless telegraphy 
and argued that it would be unwise, on 
the threshold of the development of the 
new system, for the government to ex- 
pend $15,000,000 or $20,000,000 for a sub- 
marine cable which might be valueless 
in a few years. It was better, he in- 
sisted, to allow a private company to 
take whatever risk was involved. Mr 
Richardson then read the contract under 
the postroads act of 1866, which the Com- 
mercial Cable Company agreed to make 
with the secretary of the treasury coyr- 
ering the sale of the cable in case of

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MEMORIAL ARCH TO DAVIS 
IS BY ALBERT GUDEBROD 
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DAVIS MEMORIAL ARCH 
To Be Erected in Monroe Park, Richmond, Va., by the People of the 
South, Under the Auspices of the Daughters of the Confederacy. 
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South’s Tribute to Jefferson Davis Will Be Erected 
in Monroe Park, Richmond, 
Virginia. 


HE committee’ representing the 
ey United Daughters of the Confed- 

eracy and the Federation of South- 
ern Memoria! socteties, which was charged 
with the duty of selecting a design for 
the proposed Jefferson Davis memorial 
arch, to be erected in Richmond, Va., 
has accepted the design of Mr. Louis Al- 
bert Gudebrod, of New York. Eight 
other sculptors submitted designs, some 
of which were handsome and elaborate, 
but the committee thought that any one 
of them would cost more than they could 
raise within a reasonable time. 

Mr. Gudebrod’s design calls for an arch, 
Corinthian in style, to be constructed of 
southern granite, to have a height.of 6 
feet, a width of 70 feet and a breadth of 
24 feet. The archway is to be 25 feet 
wide and 40 feet high in the clear. An 
interior stairway will lead to the top of 
the arch. Upon either end of the arch 
will be a bronze figure more than twice

life size, one representing “Fame,” the 
Other the ‘“‘Lost Cause.”’ In the span- 
drels. two on each side of the arch, will 
be placed bas-reliefs, representing Glory, 
Truth, Justice and Valor.

Upon low relief panels ia 
the attic and in the archway various 
tributes, not yet selected, will be in- 
scribed. 

The arch wil] cost in the neighborhood 
of $70,000, of which more than $42,000 is 
now in bank and drawing interest.

SAYS HARTZOG 


Clemson President Says 
Students Only Shuffled 
_ Their Feet at Tillman, 


MANY ALLEGED ACTIONS 
HE CLASSES AS UNTRUE 


He Thinks FAture Is Bright—Reso- 
lutions of the Trustees in 
Which His Resignation Is 
Declined Submitted 
tf Him. 


Clemson, & C., June 11.—Via Calhoun, 
Ss. C.—Editor Constitution: The article 
from your Charleston correspondent, head- 
ed, ‘Clemson Boys Hiss Tillman,” in 
yesterday's paper is a gross misrepresen- 
tation of the conditions at Clemson col- 
lege, and does grave injustice to the in- 
stitution and to all parties named. 

It is untrue that the students are not 
wliling to submit to the action of the 


board. 

It is untrue that the junior class or any 
other class were induced to remain under 
the promise that the president or mem- 
bers of the faculty would be asked to re- 


sign. 

It is untrue that there were any stormy 
scenes in the last board meeting. 

It is untrue that the students showed 
their displeasure in wild and riotous 
scenes. 

The report concerning the hissing of 
Senator Tillman is largely without foun- 
dation. At one point in the senator's 
speech when he was scoring the boys, 
there was some shuffling of feet, appa- 
rently by a dozen or so boys. The Stu- 
dents as a body have no ill-feeling to- 
ward Senator Tillman. 

The present commandant, who has been 
in charge of the military department, will 
be succeeded by a United States army 
officer next session, and every effort will 
be made to establish thoroughly the mill- 
tary side of the, college. Applications 
from new studentss are coming in daily, 
and the barracks will be filled as usual 
next Geptember, 

At the last meeting of the board the 
following resolution was unanimously 
adopted by the trustees. The board {is 
composed of twelve distinguished citl- 
zines of South Carolina:

A good array of 
bullish influences was at work. Cables were 
higher, there was strength on the renewal 
of wet weather in the central and northwest- 
ern states, but most important was the gov- 
ernment crop report. This document placed 
the June condition of winter wheat at 76.1, 
as compared with May's 76.4, when even 80 
had been expected. The second eurprise in the 
report was the claim that the spring wheat 
area was reduced 2,511,000 acres from last 
year. The spring wheat condition was high 
at 94.4, but the sum of the report indicates 
a total yield fop the year of about 615,000,- 
000 bushels, as against 748,000,000 last 
year. This at once started covering and good 
buying. Northwestern receipte were small, 
and although there waa little effort on that 
score early, Minneapolis eventually led the 
bulge with @ sharp advance. There was afi 
increased volume of outside business, largely 
on the buying side.

Prime on the Crop Conditions. 


(From The New York Stockholder.) 

Chicago, June 7.—Sinece thy letter to The 
Daily Stockholder of May 3], the country 
hag gone through extremes of wet weather to 
such a degree that it has brought everything 
in the growing world to practically a stand- 
still. This condition of tnings has not been 
of a loeal character, but very general over 
the most important portions of the winter 
wheat and corn belts. 

The winter wheat crop is getting very rank. 
All now headed out and beginning to fill. This 
situation of course applies to the late sown 
winter wheat which is always the great bulk 
of the crop, and when we talk about harv®st- 
ing the early wheat, it means very iittie as 
compared with the whole crop. This portion 
of the crop has been and is now being har 
vested. The late winter wheat, particularly 
in the southwest, has during the last ten 
days, more particularily the present week, 
been subjected to very excessive moisture, and 
on very much of the rich bottom lands it is 
nearly all laying flat and some of it very 
badly rusting, 30 you can see that the winter 
wheat situation is not as rose colored at the 
present time as some would Mke to make out 
that it is. 

In the northern and central portions of the 
corn belt we have also had very excessive rains 
and even in some localities taking on the 
shape of cloudbursts, 

This situation of things has generally total- 
ly suspended the cultivation of corn, and the 
fields are generally getting quite weedy on 
account of the farmers not being abie to get 
into them and give them that work which 
at this time of the year is so essential to 
their future success. 

On the other hand, the country has got 4 
great big acreage of corn this season. It Is 
ten or twelve days earlier than usual and 
it has made an exoellent etand. With all 
these favorable conditions all we need now 
is a month of good dry weather, so that 
farmers can get into their fields and work their 


rn. 
“The oat crop also is getting very rank and 
the stand is very heavy. There is every 
prospect that with these conditions the oat 
crop this season cannot help but lodge very 
badly. 


wheat ditions have shown consid- 
erabie improvem since the date of my last 
letter and the crop now is making rapid growth 
and prospects generally are favorable for its 
uture outcome.
